Si raw l.erriea are not exacting when 
!• e. .ines to soils This fruit requires a 
great deal of moisture, but It never 
should be planted on land that does 
ti<.t .tram well, liecnuse, like ull oiher 
fruits. It la very Impatient of "wei 
feet ' In general, early kinds sn un- 
to M better on a light soil, while tin- 
later varieties attain a higher degree 
of perfection on a somewhat heavier 
MM of soil. In planting out a boil 
avoid land that has recently boon 
In sod. It is better to plant on land 
that has been In cultivation for a lea 
son or two, because sod land I* very- 
likely to bo Infested with tbo larva of 
the white grub. This worm lives upon 
the root of the plants and oftentimes 
a great deal of harm Is done before 
the cause Is known. 

I'la.iilng may be done In the fall or 
spring with successful results, but one 
year with another spring planting ap- 
pears to be better. Distances for 
planting vary In different sections. In 
general the row a are placed about 
three feet apart and the plants are 
usually set eighteen Inches apart In 
tbe row. 

If the spar* Is limited and berries 
are desired for borne use tha "hill sys- 
tem" is used. If tbls plan la followed, 
the Individual plants are placed close 
together and all tba runnera are kept 
rut back For all general purposes the 
narrow matted row system Is used. If 
thia system ia fallowed, one should 
plsn to get a matted row of plants 
twelve to fifteen inah.es wide, with the 
Individual planta about five or six 
Inches a(art. 



When the plants are ready to sei 
the roots shoiild be shoneneil and cov- 
ered with mud or wrapp.il in a daMf 
cloth. In planting aee that the ^arth 
is placed firmly about the roots and 
that the crown Is level with the sur- 
face af Ml ground. It is a very good 
plan 10 pinch off all but two or three 
of the older leaves, In order to lessen 
evaporation of moisture Keep all 
blossoms down the first season. 

During the month of December ihe 
bed should be covered with a mulch 
of clean straw or leaves. It la a good 
plan to apply the mulch Just after a 
frost or heavy snow, because this will 
have a tendency to hold the blossom? 
back in the spring and lessen the dan 
ger of loss by frost. In spring, after 
the growth starta, the mulch may be 
MaaaOOf where it Is too heavy for the 
plants 'o push through. Tbe mulch 
should be left on until after the (ratt- 
ing season 

At the close of the fruiting season 
the old bed should In- rut over with a 
scythe or mowing machine. Let tbe 
leaves i. mam for a day or so, until 
they dry. ihen hum them. After this, 
lake a small plow and turn the land be- 
tween t lie rows, leaving only six or 
eight Inches of the old row, and bar- 
row the land in the same manner as 
outlined for the nrst season. 

Very often growera are disappoint 
ed because their beds refuse to bear 
fruit. The planta are thrifty, and Id 
the spring ihey blossom well. Men 
who are making a business of straw- 
berry growing know that there are 
perfect and imperfect varieties. The 
p.rfe,t will bear anywhere, but the 
imperfect varieties need some of the 
I" rfeet kMh planted near them, in 
order to Insure fertilixation.

Second an "INCIDENTAL FEE" to help on expenses for care of school 
buildings, hospital, library, ete.
